Gov. If. V. Johnson transmitted his Annual 
Message to the new Legislature of Georgia on the 
6thinst. It is very long and rather dull,but closes 
with a recommendation that the Legislature shall | 
provide for the calling of a Convention, in case 
Kansas shall be refused admission as a slave State, | 
to secede from and break up the Union. The Gov- 
ernor very plainly betrays his conviction that our 
Union-suvers only want such a pretext as a South- 
ern threat of dissolving the Union would give them 
to impel them to come out boldly in favor of ma 
king Kansasa slave State.
